The students peppered police 
with rocks and at least seven 
gasoline bombs and smashed a 
barricade at the gate to the base 
before thev were driven back. 
The attempt on the base was 
made near the end of a rain- 
drenched, four-hour demonstra­ 
tion demanding the removal of 
U.S. B52 bombers from Okina­ 
wa. About 6.000 people massed a

tion. Organizers of the protest

turnout of 
50,000. but the weather kept the 
crowd small. 
Nearlv 700 riot police were on 
guard, backed up by Okinawan 
security guards hired by the Air 
Force and U.S. troops. 
The demonstration was called 
by Okinawa's labor unions after 
Ryukyuan 
Chief 
Executive 
Chobyo Yara pressured them 
into canceling a 24-hour general 
strike. Yara said a strike would 
cause serious labor problems, 
and businessmen said it would 
cost $2.65 million. 
The unions claim the B52s link 
Okinawa to the Vietnam war 
and threaten the safety of the is­ 
landers. Their campaign got a 
boost from the crash Nov. 22 of 
a B52 as it was taking off for 
Vietnam. There was considera­ 
ble minor damage to homes 
around the site of the crash, and 
two of the crew were killed.

Disclose Navy Prepared To Rescue Or Destroy Pueblo 


CORONADO, Calif. (AP) — 
After the capture of the Pueblo, 
two high ranking Navy officials 
ordered a destroyer to prepare 
to go into a North Korean har­ 
bor to board it and tow it away 
if necessary, an admiral has 
testified. 
Rear Adm. George L. Cassell 
detailed the order Monday to a 
Navy court of inquiry into the 
Pueblo’s capture by North Ko­ 
rea. But a further question, ask­ 
ing whether any actual attempt 
to rescue the Pueblo was ever 
carried out, was left unan­ 
swered. 
There was no known actual 
attempt to remove the Pueblo 
from North Korean custody. 
When the Pueblo was seized a 


little over a year ago, Cassell 
was assistant chief of staff for 
operations for the commander 
in chief of the Pacific Fleet, 
based in Honolulu. 
He agreed with earlier wit­ 
nesses that neither U.S. ships 
nor planes were close enough to 
help immediately but said re­ 
covery action was possible the 
next day. 
“Adm. (John) Hyland, myself 
and the Operational C o n t r o l 
Center directed the S e v e n t h 
Fleet to dispatch a destroyer 
and position this desjroyer off 
Wonsan Harbor in international 
waters,” Cassel said. 
Hyland was fleet commander. 
“We further directed Com­ 
mander Seventh Fleet to pro­ 


vide ail- cover for this particular, 
destroyer and be prepared to re­ 
cover the Pueblo either by going 
into the harbor and manning the 
ship and getting under way or 
towing as necessary. I forget 
the precise words, but she was 
to be prepared to recover or tow 
the Pueblo.” 
He said naval officials dis­ 
cussed other possibilities, such 
as sending aircraft to destroy 
the ship “ to prevent classified 
material from falling into the 
hands of the Koreans.”

Northern Ireland Election 


To Decide Fate Of O'Neill 


by Communist 
against South 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(AP) — Northern Ireland begins 
an election campaign today in 
which Prime Minister Terence 
O’Neill seeks support for his 
moderate policies toward the 
territory’s Roman Catholic mi­ 
nority. 
After four months of Proles-1 
lant-Catholic strife, the 54-year- 
old prime minister dissolved the 
territorial Parliament Monday 
after it became clear an in­ 
creasingly powerful faction in 
his ruling Unionist party was 
determined to drive him from 
office. O’Neill is appealing over 
the heads of the dissidents in his 
party to those he believes want 
moderation. 
The vote is set for Feb. 24. 
The six counties’ 942,000 voters 
will choose 52 members for the 
provincial Parliament. 
In an apathetic 1965 election, 
the Protestant-based Unionists 
won 37 seats. The Nationalists, 
then committed to reuniting 
Northern Ireland with the Cath­ 
olic Irish Republic to the south, 
won nine seats and the rest 
were 
split 
among 
minority 
groups.

24. Northern Ireland has been 
torn by strife since last October, 
when the province’s Catholic 
minority began protesting dis­ 
crimination in jobs and housing. 
The Catholics clashed with 
militant Protestants, who saw 
the civil rights protests as a 
move to break away from the 
London government and unite 
with the Catholic Irish Republic 
to the South. 
The Unionists outvote the Na­ 
tionalists two to one and nor­ 
mally would be assured of out­ 
right victory.

The dissolution of Parliament 
also postponed l e g i s l a t i o n 
O'Neill had introduced in an­ 
swer to criticism that the gov­ 
ernment had been unable to pre­ 
serve law and order.

WASHINGTON (AP) — One 
of the Senate’s leading economy 
watchdogs has dismissed as 
malarkey” the claim that a 
resolution he sponsored lacks 
the legal force to block a 
congressional pay boost. 
“That’s malarkey and they 
know it,” said Delaware Repub­ 
lican John J. Williams going 
into today’s scheduled debate on 
the resolution. 
Without a House or Senate 
veto the proposed pay hikes 
take effect Feb. 14. Congression­ 
al pay would go up from $30,000 
to $42,500 with bigger increases 
going to judges, Cabinet mem­ 
bers and other high federal offi­ 
cials.

Famed Editor 
Ralph McGill 
Dies At 71 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — Ralph 
Emerson McGill, the Pulitzer 
Price-winning publisher of the 
Atlanta Constitution, died Mon­ 
day night of a heart attack. He 
would have been 71 Wednesday. 
McGill rose from life in 8 
small Tennessee farm commu 
nity to become the South's most 
vocal w’hite advocate of civil 
rights. 
He was stricken as he was 
I leaving a private birthday party 
in his honor at the home of a 
friend, John B. La whom. He 
was pronounced dead at Holy 
Family Hospital. 
McGill, who became publisher 
of the Constitution in 1960 after 
31 years with the newspaper, re­ 
ceived the Pulitzer Prize in 1958 
for editorial writing. The Pulitz 
er committee pointed to his 
“long, courageous and effective 
editorial leadership. 
He was awarded the Medal oi: 
Freedom in 1964, for what Pres 
ident 
Johnson 
described 
as 
making “man’s world safe, his 
physical body more durable, Jiis 
mind broader and his dignity 
important.” 
McGill, born Jo miles from 
the little farm community of 
Soddy, Tenn., began his newspa­ 
per career in 1922 as a sports 
writer and reporter for the 
Nashville Banner. He joined the

Massive Counterfeit 
Haul In Columbus 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
One of the.largest seizures of 
counterfeit bills in history, more 
than $1.5 million, was reported 
by Secret Service agents here 
today. Two men are under ar­ 
rest. 
Special Agent in charge Rob­ 
ert Mampel, who described the 
big haul, said it ranked only 
below the $4 million in bad bills 
seized in New York City in 
1967. 
Mampel said the operation 


began here in January of 1968 
and that $20 counterfeit bills 
appeared in Columbus in the 
same 
month.

(AP) — With one exception, off­ 
shore oil drillings were shut 
down today in the Santa Bar 
bara channel as oil continued to 
bubble up at 21,000 gallons a 
day from a runaway well 3,500 
feet under the ocean floor. 
The rig still running was drill­ 
ing a second well that experts 
hoped 
would 
relieve under­ 
ground pressure forcing the oil 
through a crack in the sea floor. 
An oil slick from the runaway 
covered about 200 square miles 
of the Pacific off the Southern 
California coast. Secretary of 
Interior Walter J. Hickel, after 
a flight over the slick, said “the 
pollution is more severe than I 
anticipated.” 
So far, strong winds from the 
east have kept most of the slick 
away from beaches except at a 
few points. However, conserva­ 
tionists express fears for ma­ 
rine and bird life. 
Congressional 
concern over 
the pollution threat resulted in 
the Senate Public Works Com­ 
mittee sending a team of inves­ 
tigators from Washington to the 
scene. 
The investigators will report 
their findings Wednesday to a 
public works subcommittee cur­ 
rently holding hearings on a bill 
that proposes fines of up to $15 
million in cases of proven negli 
gence in oil spillages. 
Hickel, after his inspection, 
asked for suspension of drilling 
on a temporary, voluntary ba 
sis. Humble, Phillips, Gulf, Tex 
aco and Mobil oil companies 
quickly agreed. Union OU Co., 
owner of the well that began 
spewing oil eight days ago, had 
ceased operations at its offshore 
sites shortly after the seepage 
was discovered. The shutdown 
did not involve a Union well 
being drilled to relieve pressure 
from the runaway. 


Whitt, 44, of Columbus. It was 
in a raid by agents and police 
at the uncle’s home here on 
Beliann Road that the counter­ 
feit money was seized, along 
with the plates from which it 
was printed.

The raid was staged on toe 
Whitt Residence at 2:53 a.m., 
and in addition to the counter­ 
feit biUs and plates, negatives 
used in the counterfeiting were 
seized. 
The agents said that after 
bills turned up in Columbus and 
in Michigan, $10 bills appeared 
in Sacramento, Calif., to July 
1968, and also in San Francisco 
and Kingman, Adz. 
The uncle and nephew were 
arraigned on the charges today 
before U.S. Commissioner Al­ 
phonse P. Cicione and held for

There is no disputing the fact the

agriculture, too — is toward bigness. 
Genuine concern has been expressed 
in many circles about this trend, and 
what effect it is having on the com­ 
petitive spirit. 
One of the misconceptions concerning 
bigness is that a large company with 
huge assets may undercut its com­ 
petitors, to the point of taking losses 
on some of its products if necessary. 
This practice has been resorted to 
in the past, and there is no assurance 
it will not be used again. But there 
may be a better reason why a large 
company is able to absorb more of 
the market than a smaller one. 
A study released by the National 
Industrial Conference Board indicates 
tnat the top companies in an industry 


generally have been more productive 
than others in the same industry. There 
also is a strong relationship between 
degree of concentration in an industry 
and productivity. 
The 84 percent of the industries 
examined by the NICB, the top four 
companies were at least 5 percent more 
productive than others in the industry, 
rn term s of value of shipments per 
employe. And in 81 percent of the in­ 
dustries, the top four again were about 
5 percent more productive in terms 
of value added per production worker 
man-hour. 
This study tends to confirm that 
bigness does not spring from an­ 
ticompetitive behavior. It. indicates the 
leaders are able to capitalize on ef­ 
ficiencies the others are striving to 
achieve.

Oil Leakage 


SANTA 
BARBARA, 
Calif. 
(AP) — As westward winds 
pushed a spreading ocean oil 
slick away from Southern Cali* 
forma beaches, Secretary of the 
Interior Walter J. Hickel ar­ 
rived saying he’ll do “what has 
to be done.” 
“I’m not here making any 
charges,” Hickel said * Sunday 
night after a flight from Wash­ 
ington, “only to do for the gen­ 
eral welfare what has to be 
done.” He has been under pres­ 
sure by conservation groups to 
halt any damage to wildlife, fish 
and beaches. 
Hickel was expected to take 
charge of the six*day*old battle 
to cap the undersea well and 
disperse an estimated 126,000 
gallons of floating oil. 
Several government agencies 
were working with Union Oil 
Co., which drilled the well under 
a federal lease, in efforts to 
avoid heavy loss of sea life and 
major damage to $2,000-per-foot 
beachfront property. 
The prospects “appear en­ 
couraging” if there is no sudden 
shift in weather, the Coast 
Guard said Sunday. Some of the 
oil was moving into open sea. 
Under contract to Union Oil, a 
private company erected float* 
ing plastic fences in an effort to 
ratch the heaviest accumulation 
of oil between Ute mainland and 
a drilling platform. 
The plastic material, weight* 
ed with sand, was in the form of 
a big “V” just east of the plat­ 
form on which oil crews worked 
to seal off the underground 
pressure responsible for the 
leak flowing at 21,000 gallons a 
day. Other crews were drilling a 
second hole from a rig 1,000 feet 
away to reduce the pressure.
